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City Council Reverses Direction 
And Approves New Police Garage 


Planning of Schrom Hills Park 
Begins as Citizens State Wishes

Planning the new Schrom Hills Park has begun and 
citizen input in the process is requested. At a public hear¬ 
ing on Wednesday, June 15 at the Hunting Ridge Community 
Center, a park planning consultant hired by the city elicited 
ideas from citizens about recreational amenities for the new 
park.

At a special meeting on 
June 28, the Greenbelt city 
council voted 3 to 2 to au¬ 
thorize a garage for the new 
police station now under con¬ 
struction. The vote reversed 
a decision made at the regu¬ 
lar city council meeting on 
June 13 when council voted 
to kill the garage. At that 
meeting only Mayor Gil Wei- 
denfeld supported the ga¬ 
rage. Other members voted 
to eliminate it because the 
cost, at almost $72,000 was 
$12,000 over the budgeted 
amount and the facility as 
a whole was over budget by 
about $67,000. 

At the special meeting, Weid- 
enfeld made a plea for the ga¬ 
rage, saying that the city is 
building a police building which 
will cost over $2 million and that 
it should be complete and a fa¬ 
cility the town can be proud of. 
At Weidenfeld’s request, City 
Manager James K. Giese outlin¬ 
ed the alternatives: either build 
the garage now using the cur¬ 
rent contractor, wait until the 
main building is complete and 
get new bids on the garage, or 
not build the garage at ail. He 
reported that building costs ap¬ 
pear to be still escalating (de¬ 
spite low inflation) and that 
waiting until after the police 
station is complete in the hope 
that bids would be nearer the 
estimated $60,000 level might 
be risky. He said, however, that 
he could not say which course 
would bring the lower price. 

Giese said that the staff con¬ 
tinues strongly to recommend 
construction of the garage. Po¬ 
lice Chief James R. Craze also 
supported the garage, saying 
that officers use the garage 
while gathering evidence in, 
mostly, felony crimes. He point¬ 
ed out that such evidence gath¬ 
ering now sometimes has to be 
done out in the weather with the 
subsequent risk that evidence 
may be obliterated by the wea¬ 
ther.

Stress Land

Discussion on the topics of 
park acquisition and land 
use dominated the June 27 
public hearing by the Green- 
belt city council on Strategic 
Planning Goals and Objec¬ 
tives, which took place in 
the councilroom of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building, The hearing 
was an opportunity for the 
public to state their views on 
the- planning goals and ob¬ 
jectives committees have 
worked out over the last 
year. 


Isaacs asked whether evidence 
ever had been lost for lack of 
proper facilities. Craze replied 
that it is impossible to know 
what may have been lost. 

Anthony Pisano a resident of 
Lakewood, asked whether a ga¬ 
rage is cost effective; that is, 
how many cars were impound ‘J 
last year. Craze replied that 
256 cars had been impounded 
in 1987 and potentially every im¬ 
pounded car has evidence in it 
of a crime. 

N ew Cost 

The contractor's June 13 bid 
to build the garage was almost 
$72,000. However, Giese said 
that the bid had gone up by 
$2,000 because the steel frame¬ 
work of the main building had 
been put up in the intervening 
weeks and that it would cost that 
much to get the steel crew back 
to do the additional work for the 
garage. The current cost is thus 
almost $74,000. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
finally made a motion to author¬ 
ize construction of the garage 
for an amount not to exceed 
$74,u00. Weidenfeld seconded 
the motion. Councilmember An¬ 
toinette M. Bram, who at the 
earlier meeting had said that the 
police had gotten along without 
a garage for 50 years and could 
continue to get along without 
one, moved to amend the motion 
to stipulate that the $14,000 by 
which the garage is over budget 
should be taken from the Police 
Department budget. Craze 
agreed to this stipulation. Weid¬ 
enfeld seconded the motion to 
amend. 

Putens, however, at first said 
he was unwilling to penalize the 
department by taking the money 
out of the operations budget. 
When it became evident that his 
motion would fail without 
Bram’s vote, he accepted the 
amendment. The motion eventu¬ 
ally carried with Putens, Weid¬ 
enfeld, and Bram voting for it 
and Councilmembers Thomas X, 
White and Isaacs opposed. 

Cost Overruns 

White expressed strong oppo- 


The planning goals and objec¬ 
tives fall into eight categories 
Financial Stability and Five 
Year Budget, Park Acqui¬ 
sition, Recreation Facilities, Pro¬ 
grams and Parkland Develop¬ 
ment, Land Use and Zoning, 
Public Safety, Facilities Con¬ 
struction and Renovation, Unifi¬ 
cation of the City, Transporta¬ 
tion and Intergovernmental Re¬ 
lations. Since 1986 council has 
been engaged in long-range plan¬ 
ning designed to prepare the city 
for the next 5 to 15 years. The 
issues above were identified, and 
a Sub-Committee formed for each 
one. Each committee set goals 


sition because the garage adds 
to the costs of a facility which 
has “already consumed all the 
construction funds” from the 
bond issue. He pointed to $100,- 
000 in extra soil engineering 
costs and said he could get no 
satisfactory explanation for 
these costs. He said the garage 
had aways been “an add-on” and 
added, that in his opinion, “we 
can’t afford it.” 

Isaacs agreed with the points 
White had made and also men¬ 
tioned a contractor’s claim of 
undetermined size against the 
city for delays in getting the po¬ 
lice building started. The garage, 
he said, is “a chance to cut 
down.” 

Isaacs and White received 
some support from residents 
who were present. Keith Cher- 
nikoff, after eliciting some cost 
figures from Giese, said, “It is 
safe to say that the police fa¬ 
cility will be ten percent over 
budget,” On that basis he sup¬ 
ported the Isaacs-White position. 
He also objected to mixing the 
operations and capital improve¬ 
ment budgets, a process he called 
“Mickey Mouse games.” 

Fat in the Police Budget? 

Bram took issue with this 
comment, saying, “It’s all money 
and it all comes from the tax¬ 
payer.” As for taking some 
from the operations budget, she 
said that she had never seen a 
budget in which there wasn't “a 
little bit of fat” which could 
yield the $14,000. White pounc¬ 
ed on this statement, saying that 
if he had known there was any 
fat in it he would have vou*u 
differently on the budget. “What 
kind of a message does that send 
to other departments?” he asked. 
He deplored the “bartering and 
trading” being done with a bud¬ 
get on which “the ink is bare 1 ;/ 
dry.” 

After the garage was approv¬ 
ed, Weidenfeld suggested that 
council could meet with Craze 
to discuss where the money 
would be taken from the opera¬ 
tions budget. 


to be achieved, and will define 
strategies to meet those goals. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld stressed 
that Strategic Planning was new 
to Greenbelt, and that the city 
was the only one in Prince Geor¬ 
ges County to have it. Weiden¬ 
feld described the city as a “no¬ 
vice” in the Strategic Planning 
realm. He suggested that the 
city could fine tune any plan¬ 
ning goals in the future. For 
now, however, the next step, af¬ 
ter council reviews what was 
said at the public hearing, is 
to have a work session later to 
see how council will handle the 
situation. 


Schrom Hills Park is in the 
eastern part of Greenbelt, just 
south of Greenbrook and east 
and north of Hanover Parkway. 
It is approximately 43 acres in 
size and a six acre pond will 
be contructed in the northern end 
of the park. 

Grace Fielder of Greenman 
and Pederson has been hired by 
the city of Greenbelt to plan 
the park. She was formerly 
principal planner at the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commision. 

She said she was “here to be 
your ears and facilitator,” to see 
what ideas citizens had for the 
park. She promised she and her 
assistants would be back in six 
to eight weeks to discuss the ex¬ 
act details of the park site and 
to have citizens work in small 
groups and hash out specific 
ideas for the park. 

Fielder stated that many 
things could be done in a 43 acre 
park. It all depends on whether 
citizens want a passive or active 
park, walking trails or ball fields, 
and how much of the existing 
ecology citizens would want to 
destroy in creating the £ark, she 
said. 

Bob Titman said he would like 
to see a park that rivals any¬ 
thing in the city. Several sub¬ 
divisions in the eastern part of 
city have little or no recreation¬ 
al facilities, he said. 

Several people were concerned 
with parking; either needing 
more or the location. Jim Foy 
stated that Hunting Ridge resi¬ 
dents wanted parking for the 
park away fom their area. 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram asked how the park could 
be designed so that it is a 
neighborhood park. Fielder re¬ 
plied that the type of facilities 
determine how the park is used; 
some facilities people walk to and 
to others, people drive.

Many of the dozen or so citiz¬ 
ens present felt land use, espe¬ 
cially acquisition and maintenance 
of park land, was the important 
issue at hand. Jim Drake noted 
that when designers put togeth¬ 
er the city, park land was not 
separate from the city, “The 
way we’ve been going recently 
is more » . . houses here and 
park there” stated Drake. 

Drake proposed a “rambling 
park,” which would incorporate 
the park with the community, so 
that the park was not a separate 
piece of land unto itself. Coun¬ 
cilmember Antoinette Bram 
mentioned that smaller parcels 
of land are not adequate for 
flora and fauna and would bene 
fit only man. 

Keith, Chernikoff, chairman of 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board, suggested that a uni- 


Among the suggestions citizens 
made for the park were: play¬ 
ground, basketball courts, paths 
connecting with existing paths, 
restrooms, picnic areas, grills, 
putting green, horseshoe pits, vol¬ 
leyball nets, 

Dorothy Pyles said that she 
believed a consensus had been 
reached earlier to have the ball- 
fields away from Hunting Ridge. 
Another person wanted them at 
the southern end of the park, A 
suggestion was made to extend 
the usage time of ball fields. 

One problem with ball fields 
was lights. Foy said residents 
are already looking at lights on 
existing fields. Fielder assured 
him that elevation, noise, secur¬ 
ity, ways to cut costs and many 
other nuances will be examined. 

One man supported passive 
activities because he believed 
team sports attract more people 
from outside the neighborhood, 

Keith Chernikoff, chairman of 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board, said that an area to 
have solitude was a need fre- 
ouentlv mentioned in their sur¬ 
vey of possible uses of the park. 
Citv Council member Thomas 
White mentioned there should be 
limited access points to the park, 

Foy summed it all up by say¬ 
ing the biggest challenge to the 
designers will be to create en¬ 
ough active facilities to satisfy 
the people who live in th* neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The Pond 

Although F'ielder wanted to 
stick to creating a wish list, that

fied picture of the city is neces¬ 
sary when considering the city’s 
future. He also stressed the 
“rambling park” idea as “an 
important goal to strive for,” 
Greenbetters Betsy Likowski and 
Werner Neupert both strongly 
supported the acquisition of 
more park land. 

Park maintenance also came 
up in the discussion. Drake men¬ 
tioned the erosion around the 
lake and the scum on top of the 
water. “The lake is a valuable 
part of this community,” stres¬ 
sed Drake, “and it needs a lot 
(of work).” 

In response to the land prob¬ 
lem, Weidenfeld said that the 
city is trying to purchase some 
land, but that land which is now 
zoned for commercial use is ex¬ 
pensive, Currently developers

Work on Pipes Continues 

Temporary bypass pipes to car¬ 
ry water to Washington Subur¬ 
ban Sanitary Commission (WS- 
SC) customers can be seen in 
many areas around the communi¬ 
ty. These bypass pipes will he 
used while the existing in ground 
pipes are being cleaned and lined. 
This is all part of the WSSC Wa¬ 
ter System Modernization Project 
that will continue through the 
end of October. 

Throughout the duration of the 
project, customers may exper¬ 
ience discolored (rusty) water. 
If laundry gets soiled, the WS¬ 
SC provides a “Discolored Water 
Packet” for customers to rewash 
their soiled articles to remove the 
rust stains. The packet may be 
obtained by calling the WSSC at 
699-4173. If the discolored water 
persists for more than a couple 
of hours, call the W r SSC during 
the day at 495-9386. WSSC will 
come out and open a nearby fire 
hydrant to flush the rusty water 
out of the system. 

If a serious problem occurs in 
the evening or over a weekend, 
such as a broken temporary wa¬ 
ter line, a loose steel plate or no 
water to a home, call the IVSSC’s 
24-hour maintenance emergency 
number at 699-4555.

must leave ten percent of their 
land for green space, according 
to the law. One of the objectiv¬ 
es listed under “Park Acquisi¬ 
tion’* states that the city should 
'‘require developers to increase 
land for recreation and park uses 
at a higher ratio than presently 
mandated . . 

Zoning 

Land Use and Zoning was also 
discussed at length. Marsha Bar¬ 
rett commended the council on 
the idea of having a public hear¬ 
ing for Strategic Planning. She 
recommended that ,the city try 
to gain control of zoning in a 
way similar to that which Laur¬ 
el has over its zoning. The major 
sticking point, said Bram, was 
that “we don't have the land. 
It belongs to people in a private 
way so we don't have control.” 

Jean Lombardo noted that the 
city always seemed to be react¬ 
ing to what developers or the 
Park and Planning Commission 
did, and proposed the city draft 
a Master Plan of its own. Coun- 
cilmember Joe Isaacs said that 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) recently added an extra 
meeting per month to assess fu¬ 
ture needs of the city. Part of 
the APB agenda is to develop a 
Master Plan for Greenbelt. As 
far as changing existing zoning 
restraints, Weidenfeld felt “the 
county board and district coun¬ 
cil must be won over ... (it is) 
out of the city’s hands,” 

“We’re doing our best to get 
the best we can in the (Langley 
Park-College Park-Greenbelt) 
Master Plan,” assured Weiden¬ 
feld. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
added: “We are not masters of 
our own planning.” He said that 
Greenbelt plays only an advisory 
role in county planning. Green¬ 
belt has told the Park and Plan¬ 
ing Commission that it favors 
RPC zoning (for the GHJ part 
of the city) but Giese noted that 
“planning does not control devel¬ 
opment as much as economics 
and private owners (do).” 

Land Use 

Parcels of land were not the 


only land use concerns however. 
“We as a community have an ob¬ 
ligation to preserve and possibly 
perpetuate . . . the planning con¬ 
cept that was established with 
the original town,” said Neupert. 
“We have a certain architectural 
style and we should build in 
keeping with it.” 

Neupert felt sidewalks along 
the roadsides violate the concept 
of never having to cross roads, 
and stressed the need for archi¬ 
tectural compatibiliey in the his¬ 
torical section. He proposed a 
kind of architectural guiuance 
committee to check designs be¬ 
fore they are constructed. 

“We are now modifying the 
concept of the city into some¬ 
thing that is more modern.” he 
said. 

Unification 

Other issues raised included 
that of city unification, which 
Bram felt was “a very import¬ 
ant issue. The future of the uni¬ 
fication of the city can make or 
break Greenbelt.” She cited the 
differences between east and west 
Greenbelt as things which needed 
to be smoothed over. “You nave 
to all work together to achieve 
your goals,” Bram warned. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White saw unification “more as 
political cohesiveness from the 
standpoint of a sense of com¬ 
munity” in addition to the physi¬ 
cal aspect of continuity in trails 
and communication. Both “com¬ 
munication between citizens and 
physical communication between 
the city” were important to 
White. 

Citizens were quick to demand 
specifics from the vague plan¬ 
ning outline the committees had 
put together, Doug Love said 
there is a need for bridges over 
Greenbelt Road as well as over 
Kenilworth Avenue. He suggest¬ 
ed that if in the future, develop¬ 
ers want to build roads, they 
should be made to provide brid¬ 
ges where necessary. 

As for reducing the impact of 
future growth, Chernikoff felt 
there were two ways it could be 
done. “One is to build roads, the 
other is to try to control

night and discussing details of 
the park site at a later date, 
there were some questions asked 
about the pond that will be lo¬ 
cated in the northern end of the 
park. The pond will serve as a 
storm water management facili¬ 
ty for Greenbrook and that de¬ 
veloper’s required parkland ded¬ 
ication to the city. 

Because its main function is 
to manage storm water, there 
must be a path around it for 
maintenance and the area be¬ 
tween the water and the path will 
be grassy. 

The City’s Advisory Planning 
Board had worked with the de¬ 
veloper and the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission to 
design a pond that will be some¬ 
what natural in appearance. The 
developer will pay for the land¬ 
scaping. City Manager James 
Giese pointed out that despite 
these functional requirements 
citizens can still decide whicii 
recreation facilities they want 
near the pond. 

Money 

Giese said that $250,000 has 
been allocated from the May 1985 
bond issue to build recreation 
facilities in Sehrom Hills Park. 
Some additional city funds have 
been earmarked; $40,000 was the 
sum mentioned. 

Jack Davis thought $250,000 
would not go far, and mentioned 
that a friend in Potomac spent 
that amount building a tennis 
court and pool. Foy asked, is 
this the total amount that will 
ever be spent on the park? Gie¬ 
se’s reply, that the amount is 
dependent upon council and they 
are elected every two years, was 
greeted with much laughter. Al¬ 
so, he mentioned that not every¬ 
thing had to be built now. 

Miscellaneous 

Giese stated that the Sehrom 
Hills Park will be a neighbor¬ 
hood park and because of its 
size will be capable of helping to 
serve the overall recreation needs 
of the city. He said it is now 
the second largest park in the 
city and will be third largest 
park. 

In answering Titman’s query 
for clarification on this, Giese said 
that the county is committed to
